50 caregivers, man’s 
family monitored to 
stem spread of virus

The man authorities cite as the nation’s first 
confirmed case of Middle East Respiratory 
Syndrome and dozens of hospital workers who 
first came into contact with him are being iso- 
lated from the general public, an effort by of- 
ficials and public health experts to contain the 
potential spread of a deadly new pathogen. 

Medical workers at an Indiana hospital who 
now have contact with the man are required to 
wear gloves, masks, gowns and eye protection. 
He’s being held in a room designed especially 
for patients with respiratory infections, segre- 
gated from the hospital’s air circulation system. 

The patient needed oxygen during the first 
part of his stay, officials at Community Hospi- 
tal in Munster said Monday, but was never ad- 
mitted to intensive care. Doctors said he’s now 
breathing regular air, is in good spirits and has 
a good appetite. 

As the man’s condition appears to improve 
and nobody else has shown evidence of infec- 
tion, officials provided the most detailed ac- 
count to date of the seriousness of care with 
which public health and Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention have taken to inves- 
tigate and contain the potential spread of 
MERS in the US. 

Roughly 50 hospital nurses, clerks, aides, 
dietary experts and other workers who came 
into contact with the patient before his infec- 
tion was confirmed are on paid leave—isolated 
inside their homes as experts watch for signs 
of symptoms and test for infection during the 
virus’ known incubation period. 

The patient’s family members are in the 
same predicament. Those isolated at home 
have been asked to wear face masks if they 
leave the building, officials said. 

At a briefing with Indiana and federal offi- 
cials Monday, officials said the Saudi Arabian 
health care worker, who has not been identi- 
fied but whom experts refer to as the “index 
patient,” is expected to return to home isola- 
tion with his family “very soon.”

TRACKING THE MERS PATIENT’S TRAVELS 


As the patient with the first confirmed case of Middle East respiratory syndrome, or MERS, 
in the U.S. is being treated in a northwest Indiana hospital, health officials have taken steps 
to find those who came into contact with him on his journey from Riyadh, Saudi Arabia, to 
O'Hare to Indiana, demonstrating how the Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
responds to such a crisis. The man lives in Saudi Arabia and was visiting family in Indiana. 
MERS has killed nearly 25 percent of the people who got it, the CDC has estimated. 


WHAT IS MERS? 

MERS is a new type of what scientists 
call “coronaviruses,” a widespread group 
of diseases that includes the common 
cold and pneumonia. The highly conta- 
gious SARS virus, which killed hundreds 
in Asia and North America in the early 
2000s, is another kind of coronavi- 

rus. First discovered in a Saudi Arabian 
patient in summer 2012, some experts 
believe MERS originated from an animal 
source because it’s been detected in 
camels and bats in the Middle East. MERS 
symptoms-—fever, cough and respiratory 
problems—resemble those of influenza. 
Unlike the flu, however, there is no avail- 
able vaccine or specific treatment rec- 
ommended for the virus. 


But it’s unclear when the man, who officials 
said crossed the U.S. border through O’Hare 
while en route to a planned visit with Indiana 
relatives, will be able to travel or leave the 
country. 

No one who has been isolated because of 
their contact with the patient has tested posi- 
tive for the virus, officials said. Its incubation 
period lasts an estimated two to 14 days, and 
the patient first reported his illness at an Indi- 
ana hospital April 28. 

“We think this is well-contained, but we 
are exercising an abundance of caution,” said 
Dr. Daniel Feikin, a CDC epidemiologist and 
head of an agency response and investigation 
team sent to Indiana. “I think it is promising 
that the staff that have had contact with him 
have already tested negative.”

The most recent statement, which met 
the May 1 reporting deadline, includes gifts 
from those who’ve shown up on the form in 
the past. 

For the third straight year, Emanuel re- 
ported receiving sports tickets and trans- 
portation from close adviser Michael Sacks, 
CEO of the Chicago hedge fund firm Gros- 
venor Capital Management and vice chair-

Also for a third year in a row, Emanuel 
reported staying as a hausepucst of Chicage 
law firm partner Sidney “Skip” Herman, 
who also covered travel expenses for the 
mayor, according to the filing. Herman has 
contributed $60,000 to the mayor's politi- 
cal funds, records show, 

The mayor also reparted having sani 
travel costs covered for the third straighe 
year by Bob Clark, chaitman and CEC af 
the construction firm Clayon, Clark and 
his company, which relocated to Chicage 
from St. Louis after Emanavel was elected, 
have contributed $6q,000 8a the mayor's 
campaign.

Supreme Court upholds 
prayer at public meetings 


WASHINGTON The Supreme Court on Monday 
gave local government officials across the US. 
more leeway to begin public meetings with a 
prayer, ruling that sectarian invocations do not 
automatically violate the Constitution. 

The court said on a 5-4 vote that the town of 
Greece, N.Y., did not violate the Constitution’s 
ban on government endorsement of religion 
by allowing Christian prayers before monthly 
meetings. 

Although such prayers have long been a tra- 
dition in some communities, the high court had 
never before expressly said sectarian prayers 
could be constitutional in some circumstances 
or specifically held that prayers could be given 
bedore meetings af kcal government enticies. 

Th Monday's closely divided decision, the 
court said a prayer could violate the Constitu- 
tion if there was an aticmpe to intinidane, co- 
arce OF vcis nonbelievers. 

Palticians trom both onagar political parties, 
inchuling President Olama, a Dkemecrat, hacl 


backed the town Kentucky Republican Mitek 
McConnell, the minority beacler in che LO, 
Senate, said in a seaermct the court hac “eead- 
firmed the strang censtinutional footing of chis 
important American tradition” 

Although the ruling referred only to legisla. 
tive prayer, it cauld give a Ereussk bis seerenument 
officials seeking to pramore religion in public 
life in other contexts, such as sectarian rebgious 
displays in civic buildings. 

The court was divided along idewkgical 
lines, with the conservative wing saying the 
prayers were acceptable, while the liberal jus- 
tices said the prayers in questian violated the 
First Amendrment. ‘ustice Anthony Kenney, 
the court's swing vote, woote the mapacity apin- 
ion,

Scott Carroll is dying to do 
ANY TYPE of endorsement

He may be only two starts into his White Sox 
career, but rookie pitcher Scott Carroll says he’s 
ready to take his place alongside such legendary 
Chicago pitchmen as the Empire Carpet guy, 
Bob Rohrman and Eagle Man. 
There’s just one problem. 
“T still haven’t gotten a call yet about 
any endorsements, so I’m still wait- 
ing for that first call,” the 29-year-old 
right-hander said. 
When that call comes though, 
Carroll’s got one heck of an audi- 
tion tape showing off his 
skills. 
A two-year-old You- 
Tube video titled “Scott 
Carroll Will Endorse Any- 
thing” resurfaced recently 
when Carroll was called up 
to the Sox. 
The video was shot prior 
to the 2012 campaign in his 
hometown of Kansas City 
with a couple of buddies. In it, 
Carroll plays an exaggerated version 
of himself, offering to hawk anything from family 
restaurants to shady cover businesses to discreet 
adult services to supplement his meager minor- 
league income. 

“We just wanted to do a sellout type of thing 
to where a guy would do anything to get any en- 
dorsement whatsoever just to try to make him- 
self promotable,” he said. 

Carroll, who says his performance wasn’t 
inspired by any one pitchman, comes off like 
a tamer version of Champ Kind, the misogy- 
nistic sportscaster memorably played by David 
Koechner in the “Anchorman” movies. 

Carroll the pitchman comes complete with 
his own catchphrase (“Fastball!”). There’s also 
a scene where he hits a ball into the ground,

points at the camera and says “home run.” 

“It’s just something funny I wanted to do to 
show my light side and I can have fun outside 
the baseball field, and my goal was when I got 
to the big leagues, people could look at it and 
laugh,” he said. 

While the video is itself tongue-in-cheek, 
Carroll says most minor leaguers could use the 
extra dough. 

“The assumption is you see all the big-leagu- 
ers, you assume that minor-leaguers make a lot 
of money too,” he said. “That’s not the case. A 
lot of them are scraping by, just trying to make 
it paycheck by paycheck just to achieve that 
dream of one day getting to the big leagues.” 

It’s a dream that Carroll is living, a reality he 
says hasn’t quite sunk in yet. 

His major league debut could not have gone 
better. Carroll threw 7 1/3 innings against Tampa 
Bay, allowing two runs and striking out three en 
route to his first big-league victory. His second 
start was solid, too, going six innings while giv- 
ing up just two unearned runs in a loss to Cleve- 
land. Carroll is next scheduled to pitch Thurs- 
day against the Cubs at US. Cellular Field. 

After his first start, he further endeared 
himself to Sox fans with a single tweet: “Is this 
heaven? No, it’s Chicago.” 

Ask him about that tweet and the perpetu- 
ally upbeat 29-year-old will tell you he’s still not 
entirely sure there’s a difference. 

“I’m still riding this wave,” he said. “It’s awe- 
some. Every day I come to the ballpark just ex- 
cited to be here.”

The ‘Veep’ guy 
you love to hate

“Jonah, you’re not even a man,” begins one 
of many epic insults hurled in the face of Jo- 
nah Ryan, the needling, socially maladjusted 
pisher of a human on HBO’s “Veep,” embod- 
ied with no-holds-barred gusto by one-time 
Chicago actor Timothy Simons. “You're like a 
an early draft of a man,” he’s told, “where they 
just sketched out a giant mangled skeleton 
but they didn’t have time to add details —like 
pigment. Or self-respect.” 

Jonah is the guy everyone loves to hate, and 
Simon’s lanky 6-foot-5 frame is invariably the 
butt of the joke some way, somehow. 

“That clown car got a giant clown in it,” 
observes a character as Jonah drives up in an 
episode of the current season (airing 9:30 p.m. 
Sundays). 

Don't feel bad. Jonah brings it on himself. 
He’s the worst. The kind of guy who tries too 
hard with a hip salutation (“(What’s up, young- 
ass [bleep}?”) or an impromptu insult (“You 
take that chicken soup and you shove it up 
your soul!”). 

When Simons landed the role on “Veep,” it 
was his first major gig. It has led to appearances 
in “Draft Day,” the indie drama “Beneath the 
Harvest Sky” and high-profile upcoming releas- 
es that include the screen adaptation of Thomas 
Pynchon’s “Inherent Vice” and a James Franco- 
Seth Rogen vehicle called “The Interview.” 

But Chicago is where he got his start, mov- 
ing here in 2002 after graduating from the 
University of Maine. Despite the pedigree 
of several Second City alumni who appear 
on “Veep,” Simons’ six years in town were fo- 
cused on straight theater. 

“I took one class at Second City called Im- 
prov for Actors, and that was it,” he said by 
phone this week, “and that was only because 
my agent told me I had to. 

“It wasn’t that I didn’t like it. I just wanted 
to be part of that small theater scene. You 
know, going through theater school, you see 
the original cast listed in the front of Samuel 
French [the publisher of most play scripts} 
and at the beginning it says, “This play was 
first performed at this theater’—and so many 
of those plays were workshopped and per- 
formed in Chicago. That’s what I wanted to 
be a part of. The creation of new stuff. That’s 
why I moved there.” 

He worked a bit with the Hypocrites (in- 
cluding a New York production of artistic

director Sean Graney’s terrific play “The 4th 
Graders Present an Unnamed Love-Suicide”). 
Said Graney: “I cast him because he was beau- 
tifully awkward, terribly smart and incredibly 
friendly. He could make people laugh at any 
second with his big smile.” 

Simons was also, in his words, a “dedicated” 
member of the theater company’s softball 
team. “And since moving to L.A.,” he said, “I 
have not missed a summer to get back and 
play at least one game, which I have been very 
happy about.”

The new golden age of cable television can 
be attributed to a cost structure that allowed 
networks to take risks on content that’s sim- 
ply “good,” according to “Mad Men” creator 
Matthew Weiner. 

“It was an economic opportunity to brand 
your network, to make a splash, to attract ad- 
vertisers ... all in this sort of netherworld of 
basic cable,” Weiner said. 

Weiner said the model, the type of drama 
set up by HBO’s groundbreaking “The So- 
pranos” adapted for commercial television, 
opened the floodgates for creative voices to 
pitch shows that didn’t necessarily have high 
concepts, or even likable characters. 

“HBO showed everyone that you could 
make billions off a seven rating,” Weiner said. 
“In terms of the prestige [of cable dramal, it’s 
‘The Sopranos.’” 

Weiner was a writer on “The Sopranos” 
when he penned the pilot for “Mad Men.” In 
bringing the critically acclaimed drama series 
to AMC, Weiner said he was willing to sacrifice 
fame and fortune to see his vision come to life. 

“T will work for less, I will work harder if you 


let me—if you trust my creative vision on this,” 
Weiner said. “I and a lot of people like me were 
like, ‘This is what we always wanted.’” 

But the basic cable medium has its limits. 

“T can't draw people in with boobs,” Weiner 
said. “I know the value of titillation and vio- 
lence and things like that, and I couldn’t do it.” 

Instead, Weiner said, he focused on char- 
acter development and good old-fashioned 
storytelling. 

AMC President and CEO Josh Sapan said 
that wouldn’t have been possible without the 
advent of technology that actually helped 
fans pay attention to highly nuanced dramas 
like “Mad Men” and one of AMC’s other hits, 
“Breaking Bad.” 

“Technology actually had something to do 
with the uplift,” Sapan said. “It’s a show you 
need to pay more attention to, so if you can’t 
actually watch it on a DVR or any form of 
on-demand ... it may pass you by. 

“All these changes in technology, which are 
part of the cable business, actually facilitated 
people paying more attention and having a lit- 
tle bit more focus, the way they do in a dark- 
ened movie theater.”

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N.Y. taking bigger bite out of Hollywood

When director Marc Webb spoke to the big 
crowd at the premiere of “The Amazing Spi- 
der-Man 2” in L.A., he didn’t open by saluting 
the cast or welcoming the colorfully dressed 
fans at the Ziegfeld Theatre. 
Instead, he gave thanks ... to New York. 
“We shot this all in New York, which is a great 
place to shoot a movie,” Webb told onlookers. 
“T highly recommend it if you get the chance.” 
Tinsel Town is being upstaged by the Big 
Apple—in film location shoots, in TV shows 
and even in glitzy premieres like the one for 
“Spider-Man.” The Tom Hanks thriller “Cap- 
tain Phillips” and “Lee Daniels’ The Butler” 
also debuted in the city, as did the new sea- 
son of HBO’s “Game of Thrones.” Leonardo 
DiCaprio’s “The Great Gatsby” premiered 
to a blacktie audience at Lincoln Center, 
followed by a Roaring ’20s-themed party at 
The Plaza with giant flaming bottles of Moet. 
What’s happening on the red carpet mirrors 
what’s happening on film sets and TV sound- 
stages. New York had a record number of film 
and TV projects last year and is on track to do 


the same in 2014, state officials say. Credit goes 
to generous financial incentives, experienced 
crews that rival Hollywood’s best and friendly 
(some might say star-struck) politicians. 

“There was a period of time when we lost 
our edge,” said Kenneth Adams, chief execu- 
tive of Empire State Development, the state’s 
main economic development agency. “We’ve 
regrouped and come back stronger than ever.” 

Entertainment industry experts point to 
New York’s incentives as the biggest reason 
for the state’s growing film and TV produc- 
tion business. 

The state of New York provides up to 
$420 million annually in rebates to the film 
industry—four times what California spends. 
New York’s credit also covers big-budget mov- 
ies and new network TV dramas that are spe- 
cifically excluded from California’s program. 

“They've made it really attractive, the way 
L.A. used to be,” said Webb, whose movie 
was a bonanza for New York with a $200-mil- 
lion-plus production budget that employed 
3,900 cast and crew members and 5,223 extras. 

Although most production still centers in

L.A., its dominance is slipping. New York’s 
entertainment sector was the fastest growing 
in the country over the last decade, according 
to a report by the Milken Institute. Between 
2004 and 2012, New York saw its entertain- 


ment sector expand by 10,675 jobs—a 25 per- 
cent increase. 

During the same period, California lost 
16,137 film and TV industry jobs, an 11 percent 
decline, the report found.
